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DETAILED ACTION 
Summary 

1 . This is in response to an amendment/response filed on September lO*'', 2010. 

2. Claim 18 has been amended. 

3. Claims 7 and 19 were previously cancelled. 

4. No claims have been added. 

5. Claims 1-6, 8-18, and 20 are allowed. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

6. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or 
additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided by 37 CFR 
1.312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee. 

The Examiner would like to thank Attorney Steven M. DiPasquo for the courtesies 
extended during the telephone conversation conducted on October 20*'', 2010. Authorization for 
this examiner's amendment was given in the telephone interview. This examiner's amendment 
specifically amends independent claim 18 (please see attached proposed amendment) in addition 
to the amendments submitted by the Applicants on March 1 1***, 2010. 



Reasons for Allowance 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
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For independent claim 1, the prior art fails to show alone or in combination a method for 
receiving, at a media access controller (MAC), a first request for a connection from a requesting 
agent, sending to a dynamic host configuration protocol (DCHP) server a second request for one 
of a plurality of network addresses using one of first and second MAC addresses associated with 
the MAC based on the quality of service parameter, receiving a network address in accordance 
with the second request, and sending the received network address to the requesting agent to 
establish the connection in accordance with the first request. 

The prior art of Tonnby et al. (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2005/0190775) 
disclose a system for establishing service access relations and providing network addresses for 
each service. The prior art of Krause et al. (U.S. Patent 5,590,285) disclose a network station 
which uses separate MAC addresses for data and multimedia connections. However, the prior 
art fails to show alone or in combination that the MAC network address is assigned based on a 
quality of service parameter as recited in claim 1 . 

For the reasons provided above, claim 1 is allowed. Since independent claims 10 and 18 
contain similar limitations, they are also allowed. The remaining dependent claims are allowable 
because they depend on the allowed independent claims.
